Total Netherlands exports increased by 13# from one period to the next, and 
Soviet Bloc trade in percent of total exports increased from 2.3# for the 
first nine months of 1953 to 3 , 6 % for the first nine months of 1954. 

The statistics which were the basis for the above percentage comparisons 
were supplied informally to the Embassy/Hague by the Central Bureau for 
Statistics. 
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E/ST Suggestions : Have Hague query the Central Bureau for a more detailed 
breakdown of statistics in order that we might determine in just which 
commodity areas trade with the Bloc has increased. Request as detailed 
a breakdown of these export statistics as the Bureau is willing to supply* 
so that we might note whether the increase in exports is in the area of 
agricultural goods* electronics materials* metal manufactures* or whatever 
oth er commodity classifications are used in compiling Dutch export statistics. 
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
